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High Jumping Heyday Of 1900’s 


Revives In N. Y. Summer Shows 


Three summer Shows near New 
York have undertaken to revive the 
old fashioned High Jump, arranging 
a very attractive sequence which 
should encourage exhibitor support. 
The Shows are: The Huntington 
Crescent, in Huntington, L. I., July 
6 and 7; The Country Club, in Rye, 
N. Y., July 11-14, and Monmouth 
County, in Rumson, N. J., July 18- 
20. There is no doubt about the pop- 
ularity of High Jumps with specta- 
tors. In the old days when it was 
the Grand Finale of practically every 
major Show there was never any 
trouble keeping the audience around 
the ring until taps was blown. 

One of the earliest altitude re- 
cords of this type was made in Can- 
ada in 1889 when Tim Blong rode 
Roseberry over 7’-3 1-2’’, and that 
same year Hugh Wilson, who had 
just started riding, discovered, quite 
by accident, that he ‘“‘was much more 
comfortable sitting over the horse’s 
withers” than back on its kidneys, 
as was the method in those days. 

Due to his success in the ring, 
hunting field or wherever he rode, 
others followed his example, thus 
establishing the position which is 
now so universal over fences. Later 
Hugh Wilson raised Roseberry’s re- 
cord on the mare Peart. 


Old records at the National Horse 
Show in Madison Square Garden 
were as follows: In 1888 File Maker, 
ridden by W. A. McGibbon, and Leo, 
ridden by a “man named Smith,” 
jumped to a tie at 6’-9”’ over held 
1891, in a competition 
with Transport, owned by H. L. Her- 
bert and ridden by Mr. Foxhall 
Keene, George Pepper’s Maud, a 
bay mare 14.2, jumped 7’-0” carry- 
ing Willie Wilson, Hugh’s brother. 
This record stood until 1909 when 
Myopia, another of George Pepper’s 
horses, ridden by W. F. Carberry, 
jumped 7’-1". That record now 
stands for a contest over loose poles 
at The National but in 1913 Jack 
Hambleton rode the Hon. Clifford 
Sifton’s Skyscraper over held poles 
which stood 7’-3”’.

High Jumping was in its heyday in 
the early 1910s. The Sifton family of 
Canada had an extraordinary string 
of specialists, Skyscraper, The Wasp, 
Confidence, Hercules and Ironsides; 
Crow and Murray, also of Canada, 
had Aviator, Strathclair, Sir Ashton 
and Mainspring; George Pepper, still 
another Canadian, always owned one 
or two that could climb; and Harry 
Worcester Smith had a couple of 
horses, Semper Victor and Semper

“Col. Chin and his friends got out 
the horses and Hounds and struck 
out for the ridge. Soon after they 
eached the crest there came a sud- 
den throaty bay from one of the 
pack—a sound which to fox hunt 
ers is as welcome as the thought of 
food. Immediately, they were on the 
way, spurring their mounts in pur 
suit of the Hounds which were runs 
ning the fox westward down the 
ridge On they sped through’ the 
night. jumping small branches, 
bursting through the woods’ and 
fighting to keep up with the swift 
chase. Westward, straight westward 
they were running. At times one 
standing in the valley below could 
follow the drama of the run_ sil- 
houetted against the moonlit sky, 
with the three mounted men—gal- 
loping hell-bent over the rough ter- 
rain attempting to determine just 
how far a good Hound ean run. And 
always, they were running toward 
the west.’’

IN HUNTER CLASSES 








STALLIONS 





A most interesting situation was brought up in the Upperville Show when 
the three Judges sent a stallion out of the ring on account of being an entire 
horse. The class was for Lightweight Green Hunters, and the conditions 
stated simply: ‘‘For horses that have not taken a blue over 4’ or over in any 
Recognized Show prior to 1940.” 

Starting with the premise that a stallion is a horse eligible for all classes 
except under the local rules of the Show and under the rules of the American 
Horse Show Association, the only limitation for stallions per se is Rule 3, 
Section 11 of the A. H. S. A.: “Stallions shall be debarred from any class, 
the conditions of which specify that a lady is to ride or drive.” 

As the National Committee has gone to the trouble of stating what classes 
a stallion shall be debarred from, it would seem that in all other classes, he 
is entitled to consideration unless the Local Committee sees fit to rule the 
horse inelegible, but in this particular incident, the Committee definitely ac- 
cepted the Stallion’s entry in the Class and made their decision known to 
the owners before the Show. His entry fee was paid as consideration for 
the favor of being judged. If the Local Committee sees fit to accept a horse’s 
entry in a class, is it not, therefore, the obligation of the Judges to choose 
the horse best fitted from his performance from among all of the entries that 
the Local Committee has accepted? To do otherwise would seem unfair to 
the owners who have entered thier horses with the understanding that their 
horse was an acceptable animal to compete in the class. 

Judges no doubt have a perfect right to ask any horse to leave the ring, 
which does not conform to the conditions of the class, but under Rule 21, 
Section 30, it would be very interesting to hear the reasons for the decision 
that placed out of competition a well-controlled performance in a Hunter 
Class. 

From a practical point of view, there are probably few stallions that are 
ever completely satisfactory mounts to Hounds, but can it be said, that on 
account of this difficulty, all stallions regardless of their performance, must 
be automatically ruled out of competition? Rather is not the very difficulty 
of exacting the necessary performance from a stallion, an additional point 
in the favor of the animal under consideration? 

The strongest argument in favor of keeping stallions out of the hunting 
field seems to be that, in case the rider falls off, the stallion might endanger 
members of the field. There are, however, risks in every hunting field, in 
jumping fences, from bolting horses, from horses that swerve, from unseen 
obstacles. They are all part of the game. To debar a horse from the Show 
Ring because of what might happen in the Hunting Field if something else 
happens seems to wander from the field of the practical to that of the wide 
territory of the problematical. 

Would it not be more helpful to consider that every breed, must, in the 
Hunter Stallions 
must be able to breed performance into their progeny. What happens if 
stallions, destined for Hunter breeding, are excluded from the chances a 
Show offers to demonstrate their qualty? Judgment of their suitability is 
confined to the results of Conformation Classes, when all horsemen know 
that shape cannot be trusted as the sole criterion of performance. What 
must be known is: proof that he has the necessary qualification of a Hunter, 
which means tractability and ability to jump, as well as stamina and speed. 


last analysis, be selected on the basis of its performance. 


If a stallion cannot be safely taken into the hunting field, is there not all the 


more reason to test and judge his performance with the greatest care in the 


Show Ring? 


Rather than debarring stallions from Jumping Classes, why not encourage 


more stallions to show? It is time that stallions being used as Hunter sires 


were able to prove by their performance that their advertized ability to get 


jumpers is based on something more than mere probability. 


Whe can say 


that a Hunter sire is not as much a subject for competition as his gelded son 


until his performance has been judged?

At Belmont, an even better 
order of things obtained: 10 favor 
ites won in 22 races. In all, out of the 
34 steeplechases run this season, 
the favorite finished first 15 times, 
second 4 times, and third & times 
That leaves only 7 out of the money. 

Of the 19 races not won by favor 
ites, 10 were won by second choices, 
2 by third choices, and only 7 by 
outsiders. To sum up, of 264 starters 
in 34 races, an average of 7.32 per 
race, the percentage of winning 
favorites was 44%

Just what did happen to the 19 
favorites that failed to win? Accord 
ing to the charts 3 of them fell, 
other jumping faults accounted for 
6 other failures, 1 was carried out, 
1 pulled up lame, 1 suffered inte) 
ference, 2 were the victims of bad 
rides, 1 quit. 1 tired and only 3 had 
“no excuse.” Under the circum 
stances, it looks as if, were it not

Getting down to the £. S. D's 
proves Steeplechasing to be anything 
but a charity.

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Cub-Hunting With Young Hounds

Half past three was the time for arising. Our livery-kKhaki jumpers and 
overalls were wrapped and tied with a string about the ankle, and then 
we slipped into a pair of long-legged rubber boots as the dew from the brush 
and high grass was like ice water in the early hours. 

After a few mornings the little pack trotted out by the tents without a 
whimper and soon we were on the road toward the neighboring hill. Simple- 
ton lifts his head and dashes over the wall, and in the field finds the trail 
of a cub. He gives tongue and in a moment the whole pack are beside him 
and pushing the line in the deep grass, sparkling like silver with the dew. 
Now they are in the woodland; we wait, not knowing which side of the lake 
they will turn, when the cry leans toward the west and we scamper down the 
mountain road to see the startled cub, wet as a rat, run for dear life up the 
road before us, while we pull to the side on the gallant three and four-year 
old thoroughbreds, as the pack sweeps by. 

This is no half-tame cub, but one wild as the wind. Toward West Sutton he 
sarries them, and as we breast the hill the fog lying over the town in the 
valley seems like another great pond, and we can hear, apparently under 
the phantom lake, the Hounds driving hard, as the fox has turned left- 
handed and is making for the mill dam. We cut across and station ourselves 
under an old elm and soon see the frightened, bedraggled cub come out 
above the road, stand a second, and then, as the crash comes nearer, jump 
six feet into the road and cross the dam. 

Masefield, in ‘‘Reynard the Fox’’, wonderfully described his every look: 

Now the Hounds are nearer, running heads up, the deep bass, the short 
chop and the shrill scream all mingling together like a roar sweeps across 
the inlet, striking the promontory, and echo and re-echo back as though a 
dozen packs of Hounds are running. When they come into view and jump 
into the road it seems like a torrent of black and white. Up the woodland 
road they go, and swinging to the right they drive like demons half way up 
the hill and than all is still. Pushing our way through the saplings, we reach 
the den and think of the old toast. 

“Here’s to the fox, with his den among the rocks’’, for we no sooner 
look the ground over than we know our quarry is lost, and even tons of 
du Pont’s dynamite could not have moved the ledges. 

Five minutes’ ride, with the Hounds trotting regretfully behind, brought 
us to Sandy Bar, where towels, soap, a change of clothes and Gillettes were 
waiting, then a swim in the lake-—often riding the hunters bareback out 
into the deep water and calling the Hounds until the horses were swimming 
and pulling us behind by their manes with the Hounds round about us. Then 
back to the camp for breakfast, with the grass for a carpet and the sky the 
ceiling, and such a hunger, and such food— 
from the neighboring pastures; butter, cream,eggs and ice from the farmer, 
horned pout from the pond and coral mushrooms from the damp dells of the 
near-by woods. Could lord, duke or squire have had better sport or more 
happiness and pleasure?

Madame Smoluchowska, whose 
husband was the President of Kra- 
kow University, second oldest in the 
world, told of the Russians’ amaze- 
ment to find that articles in shop 
windows in Poland were actually for 
sale. In Russia these articles are only 
there for show. They were particul- 
arly interested in wrist-watches, most 
never having seen such before. They 
bought these watches at any price, 
wearing several of them, showing 
Moscow and Lemburg time. One 
Polish woman foolishly showed her 
watch in walking down the street. A 
Russian stopped her, looked at the 
wrist-watch, inquired which time it 
was, and when advised Lemburg 
time, shooed her on her way.
